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Approving Naval Conduet in China, Editors Advise Cautious Policy 





]JISTRAUGHT China, fighting its way through blood to Nationalization, with flee- 

ing foreigners etched on its red landscape and the warships of six nations pa- 
troling its waters, is engaging the attention of the entire press of the country, and 
the world as well. Whether editors believe that Moscow is directing the actions of 
the Cantonese Army which is now in control of southern and central China, or 
whether they believe that the growing anti-foreign sentiment will weld the warring 
Chinese factions together, they all entertain the view that the situation holds possi- 
bilities of untold horror and that the United States has but one course to pursue— 
protect American lives and property in China. In this connection full approval is 
given by the President and the press to the effective fashion in which our naval 
commanders have acted. Editors also point out the necessity for caution in action 
and judgment at this critical time, and advise the nation to remember that in the 
welter and chaos of war bullets find havens for which they were not intended nor 
should we expect the Chinese forces to display the discipline we look for in western 
troops. 

The Springfield Republican (Independent), writing on the future relations of 
China and the Powers, remarks that “our own Government has always opposed the 
partition of China” and that while maintaining an attitude of neutrality toward the 
contending factions the United States would gladly welcome “a solution bringing 
the entire country under one stable government. Nor has it shown the slightest 
alarm at the prospect that the faction to achieve this might be the Kuomintang. It 
has no doubt discounted the absurd stories of Bolshevik control which have been 
circulated by the Chinese and other enemies of the Nationalists but which a mod- 
erate amount of first-hand information must dispose of.” 


(THE Buffalo News (Democratic) writes that the event most to be dreaded in the 

Chinese situation occurred with the killing of foreigners at Nanking. To quote 
the News: 

“It may be said that foreigners were tempting fate by remaining at Nanking 
when they must have known for many days that the city would be in the very front 
of the danger zone. Since it is probable the attack on foreigners was made by the 
irregular and radical elements in advance of the arrival of regular Nationalists 
forces, it may be hoped that the affair will assume a better aspect when responsible 
leaders take control.” 

The Boston Herald (Republican) says that from the fall of Shanghai rises the 
hope of a better government than China has had for generations, one based upon the 
will of the people and responsible to them. Treating of the chaos the Herald says: 

“But there are tides that flow and ebb in the histories of long-lived peoples, and 
they are not greatly affected by such a storm as that which rages at present on the 
Whangpoo River. The collapse of the provincial power that held Shanghai, the 
crumbling of the second army hired to defend the city, and the chaotic conditions 
created by the mutinous looters and the street-fighting strikers, in the interval pre- 
ceding the establishment of an efficient republican government are disturbing and 
unprofitable to good citizens and vexatious to peaceable foreigners, but the ill effects 
do not reach far and are unlikely to last Jong. * * * The real importance of the event 
is in its opening of the way to the adoption of democratic government.” 


THE Troy (N. Y.) Times (Independent) believes that the clash at Nanking between 

the Nationalists forces and those of the foreign powers “clearly points to some 
sort of early enforced settlement or a concerted movement such as quelled the Boxer 
outbreak two decades ago. The only reason why foreign warships and land forces 
are in China at all it to protect foreigners and foreign property. * 

The Christian Science Monitor (Independent) thinks it is likely that negotia- 
tions will be opened shortly with the powers for a settlement regarding the inter- 
national area in China, “and the sooner the better.” That it is possible to make an 
equitable adjustment without complicating the situation still further is recognized, 
and that the adjusfnient should come before the inflamed passions of the mob cause 








irreparable damage is the hope of all well-wishers of China.

5d approved by the Secretary of 
War on February 2, 1927. 

Since the adoption of the new roll- 
collar service uniform by the entire 
Army the War Department has received 
many inquiries as to the exact date upon 
which it will become compulsory for 
officers to wear strictly regulation uni- 
forms both as to material and cut. The 
War Department will shortly announce 
a specific date after which all officers 
will be required to appear in uniforms 
conforming exactly to the regulations 
prescribed. 

Under the present regulations officers 
are allowed to “wear out” uniforms al- 
ready in their possession but must re- 
place them with those prescribed by the 
new regulations. 

The specifications for this coat ap- 
peared in the Army and Navy Journal 
issue of February 6, 1926, which issue 
also carried complete information on the 
service uniform, with illustrations. 








RULE ON OFFICERS’ POSITION. 
‘THE United States Department of 
Justice has made formal announce- 
ment of its ruling that Officers of the 
Regular Army cannot receive leaves of 
absence to accept positions in civil life. 
The Department’s ruling was antici- 
pated in view of its attitude in connec- 
tion with the effort to have Lt. Col. 
Campbell B. Hodges relieved from active 
duty to accept the presidency of the 
Louisana State University but formal 
announcement of a ruling was withheld 
until Mar, 29, 1927.

Army Officers Urged to Study Promotion 


TPHE SECRETARY OF WAR for- 

warded to the Military Affairs Com- 
mittees of the last Congress a series of 
studies which indicated the serious effect 
on the future efficiency of the Regular 
Army which might obtain as a result of 
the large number of officers—5,800— 
commissioued during the World War pe- 
When these officers eventually 
reach the terminaticn of their service, 
there will ensue such rapid change in 
all senior positions in the Army as to 
constitute a serious personnel problem. 
In the meantime, these officers in general 
face slight opportunity for advancement 
positions of responsibility 
which will assure them the important 
benefits of experience. 

During sessions of the iast Congress 
there was suggested a number of pro- 
posals and bills which indicated a vari- 
ety of opinions as to remedial measures. 
The Secretary of War has now directed 
a thorough canvass of opinion in order 
to be able to present to the next Con- 
gress a careful analysis of both opinions 
and all proposed measures. 

Preliminary Boards to Be Cenvened. 

Boards of officers are to be convened 
at once in all corps areas, overseas de- 
partments and at the various service 
schools. In their composition the boards 
will be thoroughly representative of the 
various grades and principal categories 
of officers that make up the army per- 
sonnel. These boards are charged with 
studying the army promotion situation. 
They are expected to take cognizance of 
all that has transpired to date, includ- 
ing studies made in the War Department 
and all bills en army personnel intro- 
duced during the last sessicn of Con- 
gress. Their most important function 
is to secure the views and recommenda- 
tions of all officers of the service and 
to harmonize these into concrete conclu- 
sions and recommendations. 

It is anticipated that the reports of 
these boards will present a fair 
cross-section of army views relative to 
promotion, retirement and related sub- 
They will undoubtedly present a 
variety of valuable suggestions and of 
plans for improving the personnel sit- 
uation in the Army. 

Disinterested Board to Study Measures, 

It is the intention of the Secretary 
of War to later convene a board of gen- 
eral officers to study the subject and 
submit to him the legislation it recom- 
mends. Having reached the pinnacle of 
rank, these officers will have no further 
personal interest in promotion. They 
are to be selected from the Army at 
large anc so far as possible will be 
thoroughly representative of the various 
categories of officers that make up the 
commissioned personnel of the Army. 
The reports of all local boards and all 
other available data and information will

The final recommendations will thus 
be built upon the views of the entire 
service and should embody a plan har- 
monizing such views so far as it is prac- 
ticable to do so—a plan satisfactory to 
the Army and to the War Department, 
which Congress can take up for consid- 
eration with confidence that it represents 
the best thought of the Army at large. 

Not only is crystallization of service 
views to be sought, but the Department 
will actively seek coordination and co- 
operation of the Army, Navy and Marine 
Corps in the development of such uni- 
formity as is practicable in conditions 
affecting the personnel of these services.

A survey of publications to date indi- 
entes that there is much to be desired.

Correct data and its ap- 
plication is. however, a matter of fact and 
not of individual choice and opinion. Un- 
Warranted assumptions and the use of 
incorrect data have not been infrequent 
and are responsible for many more or less 
prevalent erroneous impressions in the 
service The War Department believes it 
is due t} service that attention be called 
to many of these errors, not in a spirit 
of crit m, but with a view to correcting 
the impressions gained therefrom and to

Arms Conferees Disagree. 

JEVELOPM SI'TS of the week in the 
; debates of the Preliminary Disarm- 
ament Commission meeting at Geneva 
demonstrate that any cxtensive limita- 
tion of armies cannot be effected. The 
first test came upon the British proposal 
to limit the number of reserves who 
might be called quickly into service be- 
hind the regular armies. This was sup- 
ported by the Uniied States, Germany, 
Holland and Sv -"-n, az: opposed by 
France, Belgium, Poland, Czechoslovakia, 
Rumania, Jugoslavia, Japan and Italy— 
all conscription countries. Germany opens 
ly wants reduction of armies and the 
abolition of reserves in order to place 
herself upon a par with other nations, 
thereby seeking abrogation of the limit- 
ing features of the Versailles Treaty, or 
the removal of those restrictions upon 
her military activities. 

The French Bloe is Ceterimined there 
shall be no obligations assumed which 
will interfere wilh the prezent policies 
of the Paris government and its allies. 
Italy, obviously molding her policy on 
that of France, and with the ambitious 
projects of Mussolini in view, is unwill- 
ing to take any step which might tend 
to weaken her. Japan feels that her needs 
in the Far Nast, especially in conection 
with the Chinese situation, does not jus- 
tify her in any step which may injure 
her effectiveness. In the background, 
ico, there is Russia, \ hich is not a party 
to the negotiations, which consequently, 
will not be required to join in limitation, 
and which is actively promoting the 
operations of the Chinese revolutionaries 
and is determined to regain possession of 
Bessarabia. 

Shock Troop Limitation. 

The rejection of the Brilish proposal 
led Viscount Cecil, head of the British 
Delegati-n, to remark: “That’s the en¢ 
of it,” and to add that “our remaining 
hope is to get some agreement to limit 
the number of highly trained striking 
forces—shock troops—and if we succeec 
that will be a small beginning.”

Campbell Smith, U. S. N., senior officer in charge of the destroyers “Noa” and 
“William B. Preston,” and Ensign Woodward Phelps, U. S, N., who led the landing 
party from the destroyers which rescued the American Consul. Both come from 
families which have distinguished themselves in naval affairs. 

Comdr. Smith’s father is Capt. Roy Campbell Smith, U. S. N., Ret., now a 
member of the Staff of the Naval War College, Newport R. I. 

The son, who joined the Navy through appointment to the Annapolis Academy 
from the 24th New York district in 1906, was born in Annapolis, Md., in 1888. His 
former address was Cooperstown, N. Y., but that recently was changed in favor 
of his Maryland birthplace. 

During the World War Commander Smith was in charge of the armed guard 
aboard the Steamer Edward Luckenbach. He was sent to duty at Annapolis at 
the conclusion of the World War and was detailed from there in 1919 to duty with 
the Asiatic Fleet, in Chinese waters. 

Ensign Phelps is the son of Rear Adm. W. W. Phelps, U. S. N., commander 
of the Fleet Base Force. He was born in New York on November 5, 1901, and 
graduated from the Naval Academy in June, 1924.

FLYING CROSS AWARD BOARD MEETING. 
A BOARD of Review of the recommendations for the award of the Distinguished 

Flying Cross is now in session in the Navy Department and is proceeding with 
the consideration of the recommendations which are already in the official files. 

The Distinguished Flying Cross was authorized by Act of Congress of July 2, 
1926, and the Board was convened under the provisions of an Executive Order 
signed by the President on January 28. A design which was submitted to the Fine 
Arts Commission was disapproved, and a firm in Philadelphia is now at work on 
another design for this decoration. 

The Board is composed of Captain O. G. Murfin, U. S. N., assistant Chief of 
the Bureau of Navigation; Capt. Stephen C. Rowan, U. S. N.; Comdr. N. H. White, 
U. S. N.; Maj. E. H. Brainard, U. S. M. C., and Lt. F. W. Neilson, member and 
recorder. 

While a number of recommendations for the Distinguished Flying Cross have 
been made for “heroism or extraordinary achievement while participating in an 
aerial flight,” the Board has sent a request to the Naval service for information of 
other meritorious cases of which there are at present no official records. War will 
not be considered in making awards of this new cross.

raembers of the Staff concerning these 
matters. In September it was believed 
that the ideas had crystallized suffi- 
ciently and a report was prepared which 
recommended new policies for adoption. 
This report was prepared by a commit- 
tee of one Reserve officer and one Reg- 
ular Army officer, as provided in law, 
and set forth the best solution which 
could be suggested as a result of the 
conferences above referred to. 

“Just prior to the National Conven- 
tion of the Reserve Officers’ Associa- 
tion at Norfolk, Va., in October of last 
year, several Reserve officers from the 
West came to the War Department and 
expressed their ideas regarding Reserve 
matters. ‘The proposed policies were 
examined, studied and taken to Norfolk 
by them and placed in the form of a 
resolution offered by the delegates from 


California. The proposed policies were 
mimeographed at the convention and 
passed out to all Reserve officers pres- 


ent. Regular and Reserve officers from 
the War Department who attended the 
convention discussed the policies freely 
with many of the delegates, and par- 
ticularly with members of the Resolu- 
tions Committee. 

Requested Hoffman Be Consulted. 

“After the convention many of the of- 
ficers of the association visited Wash- 
inton, and on October 28 a conference, 
which was attended by General Hoff- 
man, President of the Reserve Officers’ 
Association, and some 15 members of 
the National Council and other members 
of the Reserve Corps, was held in ‘the 
office of the Assistant Chief of Staff, G-3, 
at which conference the policies were 
explained and the opinion of the Asso- 
ciation requested. On the same date 
a conference was held with the Assistant 
Secretary of War which was attended 
by General Hoffman and a number of 
other Reserve Officers. At this confer- 
ence the policies were read and explained 
to the officers present and were freely 
discussed by all. General Hoffman wa 
requested to study the policies and sub- 
mit recommendations on behalf of the 
Reserve Officers’ Association. This duty 
General Hoffman delegated to General 
Delafield on account of the latter’s fa- 
miliarity with Reserve matters, and to 
Colonels Bullis and Ryons of the Offi- 
cers’ Reserve Corps. General Delafield 
came to Washington on November 1, and 
in company with several Reserve Officers, 
held a conference with the Assistant 
Chief of Staff, G-1. With the exception 
of time in grade as proposed in the new 
policies, General Delafield and his asso- 
ciates appeared to be in general accord 
with them, but requested that General 
Hoffman be again consulted 

“On December 31, 1926, at the request 
of General Hoffman, a conference was 
held with the Chief of Staff which was 
attended by General Hoffman and a num- 
ber of Vice Presidents of the Reserve 
Officers’ Association from various corps 
areas. The Chief of Staff invited a full 
and free discussion and expression of 
opinion from all Reserve officers present, 
and every opportunity was given the offi- 
cers attending this conference to present 
their views, criticisms and recommen- 
dations regarding the proposed policies. 

Support of Policies Urged. 

“From the foregoing it will be seen that 
every possible opportunity was given Re- 
serve officers and Corps Area Command- 
ers to participate in the discussion and 
formulation of these policies for the gov- 
ernment of the Reserve Corps. The 
Secretary of War has given the policies 
his personal consideration and approval 
and he desires that you personally be- 
come familiar with them as well as 
with the history of their development 
and adoption. He further desires that 
you cause all officers of your command 
who come in contact with Reserve officers 
to do the same to the end that the 
policies may receive the united support 
of all officers on duty within your Corps 
Area. In this way you will be able to 
clear up any misunderstanding regard- 
ing the policies, discouraging criticism

ultimate war strength of any nation (as 
proposed by the French) would be futile 
for the reason that no country could be 
expected to agree to curtail or limit its 


national resouvc:7 or its capocity to pre- 
pare for a national e cy.” 
French Draft Dise sed. 

The rejection of the B h proposal 

above led to the discussion of the 

draft presented by the delega- 


tion. In this connection the British sug- 
ested that the proportion of officers 
hould not exceed one to each 15 men. 
Insisting that conscript armies were not 
as efficient as regular ar-nics “nd there- 
fore required more officers, the French 
expressed vigorous opposition. The re- 
sult was an agreement by which each 
country would announce the number of 
its officers. The American Delegation 
proposed the creation of two categories 
of troops, one consisting of active forces, 
the other of reservists. This proposal 
met with no favor from the French 
group, and the Americans now are en- 
deavoring to have the treaty contain a 
provision at least requiring a statement 
of the number of reservists in each 
country so that the entire international 
military situation may be promptly visu- 
alized. Ambassador Gibson expressed 
opposition to the French plan to split 
up the active army into home and over- 
sea forces. A tentative agreement was 
reached for a limitation of h»me and 
colonial forces as a whole. It was further 
agreed that each country should be at 
liberty to send reenforcements to its 
colonies, provided the total of its forces 
at home and abroad should not exceed 
the maximum allowed under the pro- 
posed treaty. This matter particularly 
interested Italy, which pointed out that 
France could draw heavy support from 
Algeria. Under the French formula for 
limitation there is included “formations 
organized on a military basis.” Ambas- 
sador Gibson pointed out this would in- 
clude police, customs guards, forest 
rangers and even civil war veterans be- 
longing to the Grand Army of the Re- 
public. In spite of the absurdity de- 
scribed, the French Bloc having the votes 
overrode the American objection. That 
Bloc seems to be able to put over what 
it wills. 

Obviously, the same line-up and the 
same views which developed last sum- 
mer have reappeared at Geneva. In 
order that there may not be complete 
failure, an agenda of some kind may be 
agreed upon, but that it will be of any 
real limitive cff ~ more ~nd more 
remote.

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War Department Starts New 
Study on Promotion Problem 
(Continued from First Page.) 
H. Allen, Chief of Infantry, Major Gen- 
eral Merritte W. Ireland, the Surgeon 
General, and Major General Mason M. 
Patrick, Chief of the Air Corps, who will 
retire in December next. The report of 
the Board without recommendations but 
merely exposing the situation will be 
submitted es soon as compatible with a 
thorough study, to the Secretary of War. 
3—Upon the receipt of the report of 
this Board, the Secretary of War will 
arrange for the Chief of Staff to meet 
with a representative of the Bureau of 
the Budget and of the Navy and Marine 
Corps to discuss the question of cost and 
the question of equalization of rank and 
pay in all Services. When this feature 
of the matter shall have been studied, a 
report will be made. Then all of the 
material collected will be presented to 
Congress, but no draft of a bill will be 
prepared. 

Committee Will Examine Report. 

4—The Committee then will examine 
the reports, call witnesses if it deems 
such action desirable, prepare a bill of 
its own if deemed desirable, and start 
the legislation on its way to the Presi- 
dent. 

It is realized that all this work will 
take considerable time, but as there are 
eight months before Congress recon- 
venes it is believed it can be done to 
the satisfaction of the Army and the 
Committee. 

It is expected the study made by the 
General Staff will be of great assistance 
to the various Boards and to the offi- 
cers with whom they will consult. There 
are no more of these reports available 
from he Government Printing Office, 
and the only supply on hand is that in 
the possession of the Army and Navy 
Journal, which bought several thousand 
copies at the time of their publication. 

Instructions Board.

THE “Corps Area” Committee now be- 

ing selected by the Reserve Officers’ 
Association to confer with officials of the 
War Department General Staff in a joint 
study of the recent policies governing 
the Officers’ Reserve Corps which will be 
made during April will probably include 
the following: First Corps Area, Col.

Generalcy. There are other differ- 
ence in rank which are not consid- 
ered fair as between the Services, and 


there is a pay situation which also gives 
rise to inequalities, according to repre- 
sentations which have been made. The 
men in power, in spite of arguments to 
the contrary, hold that equal rank should 
be established and that equal service 
should carry equal pay. Even if the 
highest Board to be named should agree 
in these matters, it is difficult to see 
how Congress could be gotten together. 
The chances are there would be joint ses- 
sions of the Military and Naval Com- 
mittees of each House, just as there 
were on certain features of the Air law. 
In this connection, attention is called to 
the fact that the Army Air Law pro- 
vided for the Navy in connection with 
pay matters as it did for the Land 
Service, and it is argued that the prin- 
ciple could be applied generally. 

But even if the Navy should escape 
being drawn into the matter, it is be- 
lieved that the thorough investigation 
which .will be made will enable the cor- 
rection of the injustices alleged without 
perpetrating other injustices—and that 
is what Mr. James and his associates 
propose to have, or there will be no 
legislation at all.
